an Aged 
Employe Says of the New De­ 
parture 


The pension m easure as adopted by 
the Talbot com pany in N orth B illerica 
has created a deal of talk and conjec­ 
ture in local business and m a n u factu r­ 
ing; circles. 
W hile the T albot com pany 
is not the first in this broad land of 
ours to adopt the pension system , we 
have not heard of any woolen or cot­ 
ton m anufacturers having adoptee it, 
so that the Tnlbot com pany head the 
procession so fa r as the pension m eas­ 
ure applies to woolen and cotton mills. 
The Bun has already expressed its 
approval of the adoption of the pension 
system by the T albot com pany and it 
is sincerely to be hoped 
th a t 
o th er 
com panies of a sim ilar n atu re 
m ay 
em ulate the exam ple. 


The m ills w ere form erly owned by 
the late Hon. Thom as Talbot. 
A fter 
his death the concern w as in corporat­ 
ed. 
The larger proportion of 
ow ner­ 
ship, however, is still w ithin the Talbot 
fam ily. 
The com pany was established 
in 1857 and incorporated In 1884. 
Ever 
since its inception the com pany has 
been a good one to work for. 
It was 
tits desire of the late G overnor Talbot 
to do all th a t wus possible for the w el­ 
fare of his em ployes and the com pany 
as it stands today is carrying out w hat 
w as fundam ental in the business 
and 
social belief of Mr. Talbot. 
H e argued

the T albot com pany, and the mills are 
surrounded w ith a model village, a t­ 
tractiv e aesthetically, and thoroughly 
up to date in every respect. 
The com ­ 
pany h as even gone so far as to build 
a sew er and when built all who w ere 
living w ithin reach of 
it, 
and 
who 
w anted to, were allowed to use it. 
The T albot M emorial hall stands as 
a m onum ent to the com pany’s in terest 
in the w elfare of th e town and Its in ­ 
h abitants. 
The '‘hall w as built by the 
Talbot fam ily but the fam ily and the 
com pany are practically the same. 
L ast y ear it put a t work a m odern 
sew erage system , draining the central 
p art of the village, and supplied w ith 
a filter plant for treatin g the discharge 
according to the latest ideas of sa n i­ 
tary science. 
The m ills are situated upon an old 
mill site on th e Concord river about 
four m iles from the Junction of the 
la tte r w ith the 
M errim ack a t Lowell. 
Thom s T albot and his brother bought 
the site in 1851. 
The plant has constantly been devel­ 
oped and improved, the present tre a s­ 
u rer and m anager being Frederick 8. 
C lark who m arried 
Miss Isabella W 
Talbot, the eldest d au g h ter of the late 
Gov. T albot’s second m arriage. 
Mr. 
C lark is a native of Boston. 
There are six men in the employ of 
the com pany who could take im m edi­ 
ate advan tag e of the pension system 
and retire. 
They have no intention 
of so doing, however, 
and 
although 
they are all very much elated over 
the pension system they are a unit 
In declaring th a t they will rem ain in 
active service as long as they are able 
and as long as they are allowed to. 
So it would seem th a t only old age 
and incapacitation will ever 
induce 
those w orthy of the pension m easure 
to take advantage of it. 
The Sun reporter interview ed three 
of the men to whom the term s of the 
pension im m ediately applies and they 
assured the reporter th a t they would 
not hurry to take ad v an tag e of it. 
They all had good words to say about 
the com pany and while the 
pension 
m easure was sprung upon them rath er

G entlem en:—D uring the last 
y ear 
num erous and 
frequent 
com plaints 
have been m ade at the office of the 
Board of H ealth th a t the odor of gas 
has disturbed various households s itu ­ 
ated on B roadw ay, Cross, Adam s and 
Suffolk streets and 
W estern 
avenue. 
The attention of your officials a t d if­ 
ferent tim es h as been taken In exam ­ 
inations and in expedients of a te m ­ 
porary ehracter. tending tow ards the 
relief of 
com plainants, consultations 
w ith 
the city englneeh, and hearings 
before the board of health have been 
listened to by your representatives and 
the statem ent has been m ade from 
tim e to tim e th a t you were doing all 
th at could be done to stop the annoy- 
a nee, 
U p to date of this w riting the Board 
of H ealth has not questioned the co r­ 
rectness or sincerity of your promises, 
b u t they do not care to extend inde­ 
finitely the sam e answ er to the dally 
calls for relief from w hat has become 
to m any an unbearable nuisance, th a t 
will compel some householders before 
long to leave th e ir homes as unlit and 
dangerous places for residential p u r­ 
poses. 
The hoard of health has given care­ 
ful attention to your request for per­ 
m ission 
to 
use 
the 
sewer 
now 
run n in g through Suffolk street to the 
M errim ack river. They decline to give 
perm ission for th e following reasons: 
F irs t—1They believe th a t such a large 
volum e 
of foul sm elling liquid would 
leave on some of the houses connected 
wdth the sewer, a trail of Its passage 
th a t 
would for a long 
period cause 
n ausea and sickness In m any fam ilies. 
Second—If they thought it could he 
tran sferred to the river w ithout harm 
to the citizens of Lowell they would 
expect th at the 
oily scum would p er­ 
sist upon the 
surface until 
It Anteed 
over the sand of the filtration plant of 
Law rence, 
subjecting 
that city 
to 
possible danger through its w ater sup­ 
ply. 
T he board believes th a t both liquid 
and solid residue should be taken be 
yond the city lines and poured Into 
eandv earth 
whose absorption would 
quickly render 
th e entire product in 
nocuous and harm less. 
The board be 
lleves 
th a t the entrance to any city 
sew er of any gas residue would sub 
ject 
the houses on

basins on lines th a t are affected

Mr. McGulnneHs thought HO days was 
too long in which to abate the nuisance, 
and believed that IO days would be long 
enough.

City Engineer Bowers said: “The wells 
which the gas company proposed as a 
remedy might he efficacious, but I be­ 
lieve that the only thing for the gas 
company to do is to rip up all the pipes 
and hewers In their yard and lay some 
new tight pipes and catch basins, b o that 
none of the ground water could get Into 
these pipes. 
“Aa it Is now the surface water la com­ 
pletely 
saturated. 
The 
Improvements 
could he made In a very short time. 
“If the wells are sunk I think they 
would get more or less water. In fact a 
great deal of .water, which would be sa t­ 
urated with this odoriferous stuff. 
We 
are hound to take their roof water and

sewerage.

Is hot and creates a vapor which more or 
less causes the trouble.

GLEAN BARBER SHOPS. 
The hearing of the Barbers* union re ­ 
garding the san itary condition of local 
shops w as then 
opened. 
Councilm an 
Jam es J. H ayes and Secretary Sm ith 
of the union appeared. 
The rules asked were as follows: 
1—The place of business, together 
w ith all the fu rn itu re shall be kept 
at all tim es in a cleanly condition.

3—A separate clean towel shall be 
used for every person.

6—The use of sponges Is prohibited. 
7—Every barber shop shall be pro­ 


vided with running hot and cold water, 
8—No person shall ba allowed 
to 
use a barber shop as a dormitory. 
9—Every barber 
shall 
cleanse his 
hands immediately after serving 
eacJl 
custom er. 
By order of Board of Health. 
Penalty. $100. 
Note—This card must be kept In ft 
conspicuous place. 
Sm ith, a barber, said about 70 per 
cent, of the barber shops of the city 
had hot and cold w ater. 
In answer 
to fu rth er questions he said sanitary 
and shop reguations were In vogue in 
Boston, Holyoke, N orth Adams, Nor­ 
tham pton and Springfield. 
H e said 
the purpose 
of asking for these regu* 
ations w as to get a state law passed 
to license barbers. W hen he w as be­ 
fore the legislature last year he was 
asked lf he did not think it would be 
well to have local rules. 
“I replied,' 
said he, "th a t I did. 
In several states 
there are sta te law s.” 
Councilm an Jam es J. H ayes also ap­ 
peared In favor of the regulations as 
requested. 
He said the barber shop* 
in Lowell w^ere in a horrible condi­ 
tion. 
He went Into a shop in Adams 
street the other day and found a bed in 
the shop and the shop In a filthy con- - 
dltlon.

There is considerable snow in the upper 
country, but unless a sudden and unex­ 
pected warm spell and a heavy downpour 
of rain occurs there is litle fear of a 
freshet this year. 
Considerable ice has 
come down the river but on account of 
the river not being very high It continued 
on its way to the sea the orates of ice be­ 
coming smaller as they pawed each suc­ 
cessive dam. As yet bo drift wood or logs 
have come down the Merrimack.

Th** hearing Riven to Supt. Clark of 
tho Edson cem etery by Mayor Howe 
nrid the cemetery trustees, at which he 
was called upon to clear himself of tho 
charge of loose m ethods In the conduct 
of tho affairs of 
his department, was 
held In the public hearing room a t city 
hall this afternoon. 
Mr. Clark w as present with his coun­ 
sel, N athan D. P ratt, Esq., 
and 
his 
bookkeeper. 
Several members of 
th* 
city council were present. 
City Treasurer Stiles was the princi­ 
pal witness against Mr, Clark, and lie 
produced three bills which Mr. Clark 
had sent him for collection on Hee. Si, 
1902, for which receipts were present­ 
ed later by the parties to whom the 
bills were mode out. 
The treasurer's 
testimony appeared in full in a recent 
issue of The Sun when this case was 
discussed. 
Lawyer P ratt produced the cash book 
of the cemetery departm ent, showing 
that $110 had been paid into the city 
treasury by the superintendent in las' 
July and that the money represented 
by these receipts was included in this 
sum, 
"Hut why did you send me the new 
bills in December if these were paid In 
July?" 
asked City Treasurer Stiles, 
addressing Mr. Clark. 
"That was a mistake,” 
said 
Mr. 
Clark. 
"Dirt you made too many of those 
m istakes,” replied the treasurer, "you 
kept making them .” 
"But why did you receipt those bills 
December 31 when they were paid in 
Ju ly ?” asked the city treasurer. 
"We always receipt all bills Decem ­ 
ber SI,” said Mr. Clark. 
Mr. Clark then asked to say a few 
words. 
He said: 
"Iii adm it that we 
didn't do business Just right. 
Under j 
City Treasurer Coburn I used to col- ] 
lect the money but when the new ch ar­ 
ter came In we had to have the money 
paid at the city treasury. 
People kept 
coming to me with money and would 
rath er pay me than pay the treasurer. 
My books have been audited and were 
found all right. 
My books might have 
had an error or two. but everything has 
panned out all right. 
I do business 
in a straightforw ard manner. 
I have 
lived here all my life and I’m not going 
to do anything wrong at this late day. 
"I pay the treasurer In lump

now and then, and he gives me a re­ 
ceipt.

BRIBERY COMMON 


So Declares the Governor of 
Rhode Island 


By Associated Press to The Sun 
PROVIDENCE. R. I., March 
10-The 
democratic' governor of Rhode Island. Dr. 
Lucius F. C. Garvin, enlivened the pro­ 
ceedings in the senate today by reading 
a special message on the subject of bri­ 
bery in elections. 
He declared that bri­ 
bery was common In many towns of the 
state and that many members of the leg­ 
islature occupy their s;oats by means of 
purchased votes. Dr. Garvin recommend­ 
ed the appointment of a commissioner to 
serve for three years, whose duty shall be 
to employ agents to detect bribery ana 
‘bring the offenders to justice. 
The governor in his message sn id: 
"I ifesire to invite your attention to a 
question of the first Importance. 
I refer 
to bribery In elections. 
"That bribery exists to a great extent 
in the elections of this state is a matter 
of common knowledge. No general election 


be changed so far as the candidates on 
the state ticket are concerned, but many 
assemblymen occupy the seats they do by 
means of purchased votes. 
"In a considerable number of our towns 
bribery is so common and has existed for 
so many years that the awful nature of 
the crime has ceased to impress. In somo 
towns the bribery takes place openly, is 
not called bribery, nor considered a seri­ 
ous matter. The money paid to the voter, 
whether $2. $5 or $20, is spoken of as a 
payment for his time. 
"The claim that the money paid to the 
elector is not for the purpose of influenc­ 
ing his vote, but in compensation for time 
lost in visiting the polls, is the merest 
sophistry, and should not deceive any 
adult citizen of ordinary intelligence, 
it 
is well known that in such towns, when 
one political party is supplied with a cor­ 
ruption fund and the other ie without, 
the party so provided invariably elect* 
its assembly ticket, thus affording posi­ 
tive proof that the votes are bought and 
the voters bribed. 
Not only does such

By Associated Press to The Sun 
LONDON, March IO—Justice Buckley 
in the Chancery division of the High 
Court of Justice, this morning made 
an order directing the official receiver 
as liquidator of the London & Globe 
Finance corporation, limited, to crim ­

of 
companies 
and utilize the assets of the London & 
Globe to pay the costs of the prosecu­ 
tion. 
The dem ands for W eight’s prosecu­ 
tion have been incessant since the col­ 
lapse of the corporation. 
A fter the 
public prosecutor declined to proceed 
the fund projected at a meeting held 
in this city Ja n u ary 16 to initiate the 
prosecution of W right and others con­ 
nected with the failure, was started, 
but it was generally felt th at the pro­ 
ceedings ought to be of a more official 
character, hence the application that 
the receiver should be allowed to take 
action. 
The compulsory liquidation of the 
London & Globe Finance corporation, 
limited, by the failure of which con­ 
cern much American money w as lust, 
was ordered October 30, 
1901. 
The 
official receiver announced on August 
7, 1902, th at he had issued summonses 
against W hitaker W right and Robert 
Lem an to recover $750,000 in connection 
with share transactions between the 
Britlsher-American corporation and the 
London & Globe corporation. At the 
same time. the receiver said It w as not 
proposed for the present to prosecute 
the directors of the London & Globe. 
Some time previous to this, a special 
petition was circulated on the London 
stock exchange signed by m any influ­ 
ential men, dem anding the prosecution 
of W hitaker Wright, as It was consid­ 
ered that the credit of the city and of 
the stock exchange demanded a thor­ 
ough investigation of the m ethods of 
finance adopted by W right and his as- 
socates. At the meeting held in Lon­ 
don Jan u ary 16, last, of supporters of 
the movement to Initiate the p r o se c u ­ 
tion of W right and others connected 
with the failure of the London & Globe 
corporation it was resolved to raise a 
fund of $25,000 for this purpose. Arnold

Jection on the part of the mayor, who 
refused to vote either one way or the 
other and cast a bi auk ballot. 
It is understood that his honor strongly 
opposed the election of any new' man un­ 
til the report of the committee which is 
now auditing Supt. C lark’s books was 
made. which will be in a few days, and 
he stood out against ii until the last. 


The other trustees, Messrs. Mountford 
and Stevens, were of the opinion that 
since the board had voted to exonerate 
Mr. Clark the committee’s report would 
he vc no weight on the m atter and they 
went ahead and elected Mr. W otton over 
Mayor Howe's head.

Local Riders Making Plans 


for Season’s Work 


T ho local pedal pushers are now 
preparing for the opening of the bicy­ 
cle season which will take place in 
about a m onth. 
A lready 
the 
local 
dealers are getting In th eir 1903 models 
and the riders, Including those who use 
the silent steed for pleasure, business 
and speed, are m aking the rounds of 
the different places gettin g the lines 
on the different wheels, 
and 
seeing 
w herein they are different from last 
year’s models, also the different im ­ 
provem ents on the 
different 
makes. 
There is not mucn of a d eparture 
in 
this y ea r’* wheels over the m akes of 


years ago ll would have been perfectly 
proper to conduct a race on a track such 
as th st at the fair grounds, hut with the 
[erection of new tracks, each succeeding 
{ta r seeing one better than the track 
Hilt the year before, the people will not 
stand for bicycle racing on a horse track. 
There is as much difference hetween wit­ 
nessing a race on a horse track and an 
up-to-aate coliseum track as there Is be­ 
tween the old high wheel races and the 
races of today. 
Last year people when they wanted to 
see a good race went either to Charles 
River park or Revere beach. At either of 
these tracks they witnessed good races 
and saw last time made. Pacing machines 
were placed on the local horse track last 
season, but the men managing the m a­ 
chines had to slow up on every corner, 
and this took the excitement out of the 
contests. On a regular bicycle track the 
men on the pacing machines make the 
same speed on the curves as they do on 
the stretches. 
From the talk at the present time there 
is little doubt in the minds of the conser­ 
vative followers of the game, but that 
bicycle racing will gel a fresh hold on 
the people of this city this summer when 
Jack Prince erects his famous six-tap 
coliseum track, on which a mile a min­ 
ute can be made. 
Many of the working 
people cannot afford to go to Boston to 
see races and getting disgusted with the 
attem pts at the fair grounds gave up 
attending the meets, hut with the new 
track and all the star performers of the 
country on hand the success of the track 
is assured. 
ft is true that several tracks on the 
circuit did not make both ends meet 
last season, the principal reason being 
that the managements were unable to 
get the cream of the riders, and of course 
on* of the principal reasons why Charles 
River did not pay was because of the 
rain hoodoo attached to the track. Every 
time a race was scheduled for the Cam­ 
bridge (rack it was sure to rain and 
towards the latter part of the season! 
lf the weather prophet was In doubt as 


there will be a race m eet one night a 
week during the season and also holi­ 
day games. As regards the getting of 
good attractions for the track Prince 
will have little or no difficulty. The 
fact th a t he controls three tracks in

to the very Inadequate and ob­ 
scure 
regulations 
that now 
govern 
the 
construction, 
alteration 
and in­ 
spection of buildings in our city. There 
is no 
proper ordinance 
now in force 
that 
gives this departm ent sufficient 
power to properly supervise and reg­ 
ulate the 
construction and alteration 
of 
buildings, 
which 
too often, 
ar* 
erected 
with entire disregard for 
the 
safety and comfort of persons who be­ 
come occupants of such buildings. 
Other cities 
are far 
in advance 
of 
Lowell in this m atter of providing or­ 
dinances that are adequate and suffi­ 
ciently rigid in their 
scope as to reg­ 
ulate 
properly the 
construction 
of 
modem buildings. 
A contractor 
In our city may now 
erect a building in a manner that best 
suits hlmelf or the owner, without any 
conformity 
to ordinances 
or regula­ 
tions 
governing 
such 
constructions, 
and may disregard with impunity this 
office. 
There Is much cheap tenement 
property now being erected and placed 
upon the m arket for sale, and persons 
purchasing sueh property are in many 
instances victimised, many sueh homes 
are purchased 
with the earnings. that 
perhaps represent the Raving* of years, 
the houses are 
of fine exterior 
a p ­ 
pearance, but bo weak in construction 
that a strong 
wind may at any time 
cause a collapse. 
In many of our down town Puniness 
blocks, rooms are converted into sleep­ 
ing apartm ents, upon the third, fourth 
and fifth floors of such buildings, per­ 
sons retire at night practically putting 
their 
lives In 
jeopardy 
should fire 
break out, by reason of poorly provid­ 
ed means of egress. 
I might 
Inform you 
of many in­ 
stances 
that prove 
conclusively 
the 
urgent necessity existing for an ordin­ 
ance that will remedy the present un­ 
satisfactory conditions, but feel that 
you are as well conversant with such 
conditions as I am. 
I would therefore, most respectfully 
urge upon your honorable body to give 
Immediate consideration th the m atter 
and provide a building ordinance suf­ 
ficiently rigid in its provisions, as to 
give proper regulations for 
the con­ 
struction. alteration and inspection of 
buildings In the city of Lowell.

There were 2M 
oases of inside wiring during the year. 
A standard entrance cut-out 
should 
be adopted. 
At present 
contractors 
have the option of using several makes 
of cut-outs, necessitating the 
use 
of 
as m any different fuses as there arc 
cut-outs; tills m atte r coli id be satis­ 
factorily arranged by the adoption of 
one s ty le . 
My preference is the car­ 
tridge 
fuse stylo 
and I hope 
to sec 
an early adoption of tile same. 
During the year the service has been 
as follows: In 284 premises, 44 arcs. 


"GU incandescent^. 52 motors, 146 horse 
power have been installed. 


STREET RAILW AY COMPANY. 
During th e year the street railway 
company erected 148 poles as follows:

The report enum erates the streets and 
then continues as follows: 
I would like to call attention to the 
appearance of M arket 
street, 
since 
poles and wires have been removed. 
It must be adm itted th at the appear­ 
ance 
of the street 
has been 
greatly 
Improved and the danger of falling 
wires need no longer be feared. W h at 
a benefit it would have been to the lire 
d ep artm en t lf the poles and wires on 
Prescott street had been removed be­ 
fore the fire occurred that destroyed 
the Burbank building. It la my belief 
th a t there would have been no loss of 
life and that the property would have 
been but slightly dam aged had riot the 
departm ent been handicapped by the 
wires. 
The time lost In cutting wires, 
so th at ladders could be raised is the 
principal reason for this great loss. 
This was one of the streets 
that 
prompted 
me 
to appear before the 
legislature with a bill asking relief 
from overhead wires. 
Some of 
the 
property owners on this street were 
requested by me to appear in favor of 
the bill, and while some approved of 
it, none took Interest enough to a p ­ 
pear in favor of it. 
The police and 
fire departm ents have m ad 0 great pro­ 
gress 
in placing their wires under­ 
ground, 
and should 
be assisted 
in 
every way possible in removing 
ail 
their wires, thus removing one a rg u ­ 
m ent why corporations should not be 
compelled to place their w ires under­ 
ground.

said H erm an W. Chaplin, one of the 
speakers at the annual dinner of the 
M assachusetts civil service reform as­ 
sociation, held last evening a t the hotel 
Bellevue, while discussing the county 
as a political factor. 
Mr. Chaplain did not bandy 
words 
but went on to say that there was a 
great deal of stealing being done in the 
counties, and th a t it was largely be­ 
cau se, the counties as a part of the 
state are anomalies. 
“The county offices,” said he, “are 
n miscellaneous collection of functions 
and are loose from beginning to end. 
They mean nothing and 
today 
the 
state is wasting hundred* o f thousands 
of dollars in useless legislations. 
For 
instance it builds jails costing $1000 a 
cell, when $50 a cell would perhaps be 
sufficient, as the jails mostly 
hold 
tram ps Avho come to the jails and beg 
to be taken in. W h y do we 
build 
these expensive buildings? 
Fo that 
the county commissioner can get his 
fee, 
“W H O L E SA L E STEALING.** 
“ T say there Is wholesale stealing 
going on in the counties. 
We know 
how it w as in Norfolk county some 
years ago and it is as had elsewhere. 
The conditions are such, that I would 
like to see the civil service 
reform 
movement reach them 
an d 
purify 
them .” 
Other speakers at the dinner includ­ 


ed Speaker 
Jam es J. Myers, 
John 
Read of Cambridge, John H. 
Porter, 
a member of the commission; It. H. 
Dana and Eliot H. Goodwin of New 
York, formerly of this state. 
S p e a k e r Myers spoke 
of 
one of the 
loopholes in civil service, namely, the 
alist nee of any provision calling for the 
retirement of superannuated office hold­ 
ers who are doing half their work, but 
drawing full pay. 
“We can’t send this man, old in ser­ 
vice but useless, away without friends,” 
said the speaker kindly, but we ought 
to do something to remove those condi­ 
tions. 
I do not know whether it should 
bo a system of pensions, but I hope the 
y o u n g e r element In the organization will 
devise 
something which will fit 
this 
case.” 
Turning to another phase of the civil 
service movement, .hr* said that it had 
done its best work in breaking down the 
machine methods of the politicians. “You 
may not know that there is now a bill 
pending in the 
legislature,” said he. 
which will put an end to the system of 
rewarding legislators for their friendly 
services, by giving them patronage. This 
biil would relieve, for instance, the Bos­ 
to n elevated from any import unities. If 
the civil service reform association will 
help that bill to its passage it will re­ 
m o v e one of the greatest mischiefs on 
Beacon hill.”

The club began its work of agitating, 
exhorting and calling the attention of 
the public to the abuses of street car 
traffic. 
The newspapers took up the 
theme, next the city authorities, then 
the women circulated petitions to Gov­ 
ernor Odell and the state board of rail­ 
road commissioners to take measures 
to force the railw ay companies to pro­ 
vide for the safety of their passengers. 
A Car Passengers’ Rights society has 
b&en formed on the strength of the la­ 
dies’ representations. 
They are gain­ 
ing the victory and are doing a great 
deal of good. 
The country over child training and 
civic betterment are occupying the a t­ 
tention of women’s clubs, and in these 
lines they are accomplishing practical 
results. 
The industrial committee of 
the Federated W om en’s Clubs of Illi­ 
nois has prepared a 
bill for whose 
enactment the united power of the or­ 
ganizations w|H be brought to bear on 
the state legislature. 
It Is a bill regu­ 
lating child labor. 
A union of M assa­ 
chusetts women’s clubs has undertaken 
to support a training school for chil­ 
dren In Georgia, and the Georgia Fed­

by these receipts was included in this 
sum. 
"But why did you send me the new 
bills In December if these were paid In 
July?” 
asked City Treasurer Btiles, 
addressing Mr. Clark. 
"That was a mistake,”

"Hut you made too many of those 
mistakes," replied the treasurer, "you 
kept making them.” 
"Hut Why die. you receipt those bills

"We always receipt all bills Decem­ 
ber SI,” said Mr. Clark.

of 
companies 
and utilize the assets of the London & 
Globe to pay the costs of the prosecu­ 
tion. 
The demands for W right’s prosecu­ 
tion have been Incessant since the col­ 
lapse of the corporation. 
After the 
public prosecutor declined to proceed 
the fund projected at a m eeting held 
In this city January 16 to initiate the 
prosecution of Wright and others con­ 
nected with the failure, was started, 
but It was generally felt that the pro­ 
ceedings ought to be of a more official 
character, hence the application that 
the receiver should be allowed to take 
action. 
The compulsory liquidation of the 
London A Globe Finance corporation, 
limited, by the failure of which con­ 
cern much American money was lost, 
was ordered October 30, 
1901. 
The 
official receiver announced on August 
7, 1902, that he had issued summonses 
against W hitaker Wright and Robert 
Leman to recover $760,000 in connection 
with share transactions between the 
Brltlsher-Amerlcan corporation and the 
London A Globe corporation. 
At the 
same time, the receiver said It w as not 
proposed for the present to prosecute 
the directors of the London A Globe. 
Bonne time previous to this, a special 
petition was circulated on the London 
stock exchange signed by many influ­ 
ential men, demanding the prosecution 
of W hitaker Wright, as it was consid­ 
ered that the credit of the city and of 
the stock exchange demanded a thor­ 
ough investigation of the methods of 
finance adopted by Wright and his as- 
socates. 
At the meeting held in Lon­ 
don January IS, last, of supporters of 
the movement to initiate the prosecu­ 
tion of W right and others connected 
with the failure of the London A Globe 
corporation it was resolved to raise 
a 
fund of $25,000 for this purpose. Arnold 
White, 
the author, who presided, said 
that unless the honor of administration 
of English law was to remain under a 
cloud, Immediate steps must be tken 
to sift the scandal. 
The reason the prosecution was not 
undertaken 
by 
the 
government, 
he 
said, was 
because the directors were 
sheltering them selves behind members 
of the royal family.

THE IMMIGRATION ACT. 
............... 


The new 
Immigration act places a tax of 12 on the head of each Immi­ 
grant, to be 
paid by the ship m aster 
before the im m igram s can be landed. 
This will 
In some degree restrict 
Immigration 
but will not prevent It. 
There are certain prohibited classes which 
include the idiotic, 
the Insane, 
paupers and those likely to become paupers, persons 
afflicted with chronic 
or loathsome 
diseases, criminals, polygamists, anarchists and others hold­ 
ing dangerous doctrines. This act leaves so milch 
to the discretion 
of In­ 
spectors that unless they be men of Integrity and unless a close watch be 
kept upon them they will use their positions for private gain. 
An inspec­ 
tor prejudiced against any particular class 
can bar them 
as holding “d an ­ 
gerous doctrines,” a term which is used In the act and left undefined. 
It 
will be the duty of Inspectors to define w hat 
is m eant 
by “dangerous 
doc­ 
trines.” 


WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY. 


The recenl epidemic of railroad disasters has led the New’ York Central 
railroad to enter upon a period of experim entation with wireless 
telegraphy, 
for the purpose of, lf possible, establishing communication between moving 
trains or between moving trains and stations. 
An attem p t was made to 
utilize the telephone for this purpose with Mr. Edison as the director of 
the experiment but while the telephone could be used while the train was 
at rest, its uRe while the train was in motion was w’holly Impracticable. 
It was hoped that induction from the wires along the tracks would fu r­ 
nish a current sufficiently strong for telephonic purposes but tho impressions 
were so interm ittent and irregular as to be almost useless. 
The experiment 
thus proved to be a failure. 
An experiment with wireless telegraphy for a like purpose was made 
recently on a Grand T runk train. 
An operator of 
the 
wireless 
system 
was on the train and had an Instrum ent good for a sixteen mile radius. He 
kept up continuous communication with the station although the train w as 
moving at the rate of a mile a minute. 
This Is pretty conclusive proof that 
the wireless system can be successfully applied 
for 
this 
purpose. 
W hat 
stations may have to be erected is n o t certain; but the num ber will prob­ 
ably be so small hh to w arrant the expense. 
W here 3000 lives are lost in 
abroad accidents In the course of a year, it is high time th a t 
something 
were done 
to provide greater security for passengers and crew. 
If this 
experiment 
on th e New York C entral should prove successful, 
Marconi’s 
genius will 
thus be applied to prevent railroad horrors such as 
appalled 
he American people during the past year. 
He will thus become one of the 
greatest benefactors of the hum an race.

They are old a t seventeen- their 
lives are over at forty. 
They are ra th ­ 
er dam ned than born into the world. 
U nder the conditions in which they are 
brought up, we are producing a nation 
of dw arfs. 
To thousands of little chil­ 
dren the country is free only In one 
sense—free to die in.” 
W e are m urdering our children right 
and left, and, to m ake it all 
the more 
pathetic, we don't seem to m ind it a 
bit. 
T his last rem ark would seem to In­ 
dicate th a t in the w riter’s m ind the 
A m erican people are am azingly cruel, 
but he em phatically repudiates 
any 
such insinuation. 
T he A m erican people are not cruel. 
The people of New York city are not 
cruel.

spection of buildings in our city. There* 
is no 
proper ordinance 
now in force 
that 
gives this departm ent sufficient, 
power to properly supervise and reg-* 
ulate the 
construction ami alteration* 
of 
buildings, 
which 
roo often, 
a re 
erected 
with entire disregard for 
th e 
safety and comfort of persons who lu­ 
cerne occupants of such buildings. 
Other cities are far 
in advance 
<if 
Lowell In this m atter of providing o r­ 
dinances th a t are adequate and sttffl- 
ciently rigid hi their 
scope as to rvg- 
ulate 
properly the 
construction 
of 
modern buildings. 
A contractor 
in our city may now 
erect a building in a m anner th a t itost 
auits hlm elf or the owner, without any 
conformity 
to ordinances 
or regula­ 
tions 
governing 
such 
const ruinous, 
and may disregard with impunity this 
office. 
There is much cheap tenerrjent 
property now being erected and plated 
upon the m arket for sale. and peraons 
purchasing such property are in rrwtny 
instances victimis'd, many such homes 
a re purchased 
with the earnings, that 
perhaps represent the savings of ynars, 
the houses are 
of fine exterior 
a p ­ 
pearance. but so weak in construjction 
that a strong 
wind may at any dime 
cause a collapse. 
In m any of our down town huffiness 
blocks, rooms are converted into sleep­ 
ing apartm ents, upon the third, fourth 
and fifth floors of such buildings, .per­ 
sons retire at night practically putting 
their 
lives in 
Jeopardy 
should fire 
break out, by reason of poorly provid­ 
ed means of egress. 
I might 
Inform you 
of m any in­ 
stances 
th a t prove 
conclusively 
the 
urgent necessity existing for an oitriln- 
ance that will remedy the present un­ 
satisfactory conditions, but 
feel that 
you are as well conversant with such 
conditions as I ani. 
I would therefore, most respectfully 
urge upon your honorable body to give 
immediate consideration th the t m Her 
and provide a building ordinance suf­ 
ficiently rigid in its provisions, a* to 
give proper regulations for 
the con­ 
struction, alteration ami inapoctiuei of 
buildings In th e city of Lowell.

Bays W ire Inspector McElholm 
in His Annual Report—W ires 
Badly Handicapped Firemen 
—A Year’s Electrical W ork 
in Lowell 


The annual report of the inspector 
of wires contains many items of inter­ 
est. 
The departm ent notified 392 abutters 
on streets where pole locations 
have 
been asked for and bas granted h ear­ 
ings to rem onstrants to pole locations 
on Fletcher, Tyler, Walker and 
East 
Merrimack streets and petitioners on 
said streets have been given leave to 
Withdraw. 
During the year locations for 95 jhiIch 
were granted to the Lowell Electric 
Light company and 141 
to the N. E. 
Tel. Ii- Tel. company. There were 2.S4 
cases of Inside wiring during the year. 
A standard entrance cut-out 
should 
be adopted. 
At present 
contractors 
have the option of using several makes 
of cut-outs, necessitating the 
us** 
of 
as m any different fuses as there are 
cut-outs; this m atter could be satis­ 
factorily arranged by the adoption of 
one style. 
My preference Is the car­ 
tridge 
fuse style 
and I hope 
to see 
an early adoption of the same. 
During the year the service has been 
as follows: In 284 premises. 44 arcs, 


7611 Incandescent*. 52 motors, 146 horse 
power have been installed. 


STR EET RAILW AY COMPANY.

The report enum erates the streets and 
then continues as follows; 
I would like to call attention to the 
appearance of M arket 
street, 
since 
poles and wires have been removed. 
It m ust be adm itted th a t the appear­ 
ance 
of the street 
has been 
greatly 
improved and the danger of falling 
wires need no longer be feared. W hat 
a benefit it would have been to the fire 
departm ent lf the poles and wires on 
Prescott street had been removed be­ 
fore the fire occurred th a t destroyed 
the B urbank building. 
It is my belief 
th at there would have been no loss of 
life and that the property would have 
been hut slightly dam aged had not the 
departm ent bern handicapped by the 
Wires. 
Tim time lost. in cutting wires, 
so th at ladders could be raised is the 
principal reason for this great loss. 
This was one of the streets 
that 
prompted 
me to appear before the 
legislature 
with a bill asking relief 
from overhead wires. 
Some of 
the 
property owners on this street were 
requested by me to appear in favor of 
the bill, and while some approved of 
it, none took interest enough to ap ­ 
pear in favor of it. 
The pollee and 
fire departm ents have mad" great pro­ 
gress 
in placing their wires under­ 
ground, 
and should be assisted 
in 
every w ay possible in removing 
all 
their -wires, thus removing one arg u ­ 
ment why corporations should not be 
compelled to place their wires under­ 
ground.

are the most powerful

vicious organizations in this 
state," 
said H erm an W. Chaplin, one of the 
speakers at the annual dinner of the 
M assachusetts civil service reform a s ­ 
sociation, held last evening a t the hotel 
Bellevue, while discussing the county 
as a political factor. 
Mr. Chaplain did not bandy 
words 
but went on to say th a t there was a 
great deal of stealing being done in the 
counties, and that it was largely be­ 
cause the counties as a part of the 
state are anomalies. 
“The county offices." said he, “are 
a miscellaneous collection of functions 
and are loose from beginning to end. 
They mean nothing and 
today 
the 
state is w asting hundreds of thousands 
of dollars in useless legislations. 
For 
instance it builds jails costing $1000 a 
cell, when $50 a cell would perhaps be 
sufficient, as the Jails mostly 
hold 
tram ps who come to the jails and beg 
to be taken in. W hy do we 
build 
these expensive buildings? 
So that 
the county commissioner can get his

“ I say there is wholesale stealing 
going on In the counties.

how it w as in Norfolk county some 
years ago and it is as bad elsewhere. 
The conditions are such that I would 
like to see the civil service

ed Speaker 
Jam es J. Myers, 
John 
Read of Cambridge, John H. 
Porter, 
a member of the commission; R. H. 
D ana and Eliot H. Goodwin of New 
York, formerly of this state. 
Speaker Myers spoke 
of 
one of the 
loopholes in civil service, namely, the 
absence of any provision calling for the 
retirement of superannuated office hold­ 
ers who are doing half their work, but 
drawing full pay. 
“We can't send this man, old in ser­ 
vice blit useless, away without friends," 
said the speaker kindly, but we ought 
to do something to remove those condi­ 
tions. 
I do not know whether it should 
be a system of pensions, but T hope the 
younger element in the organization will 
devise 
something which will fit 
this 
case.” 
Turning to another phase of the civil 
service movement, he said that it. had 
done its best work in breaking down the 
machine methods of the politicians. “You 
may not know that there is now a bill 
pending in the 
legislature." said he. 
which will put an end to the system of 
rewarding legislators for tKelr friendly 
services, by giving them patronage. This 
bill would relieve, for instance, the Bos­ 
ton elevated from any importunities. If 
the civil service reform association will 
help that bill to its passage it will re­ 
move one of the greatest mischiefs on 
Beacon hill."

Every year the Philadelphia Art club 
holds a competitive exhibition of the 
work of various painters. 
To the one 
considered to display the greatest m er­ 
it a gold medal is given. 
Twice In the 
history of the club this highest honor 
has been won by a woman. In 1893 Ce­ 
cilia Beaux obtained the medal, and 
this year it has been given to Miss J a ­ 
net Wheeler for her painting of a boy, 
entitled "P ortrait of B ertram .” 
Miss W heeler has her studio In Phil­ 
adelphia and devotes herself to por­ 
traiture. 
In treatm ent Miss Wheeler 
has unm istakable characteristics of her 
own which give to her pictures an un­ 
doubted distinction. 
Site is not bold 
and vigorous in touch; neither does she 
appeal by strong contrasts and sta r­ 
tling effect in color and* arrangem ent. 
Instead she has wisely developed to an 
extraordinary degree her n atural lean­ 
ing toward quiet tones, simple combi­ 
nations, delicate sentiment and tender 
feeling.

The first organizations of women one 
knows anything of were the church so­ 
cieties, the sewing and missionary cir­ 
cles, m others’ meetings and those queer, 
half devout, half gossipy gatherings 
where the female members of a congre­ 
gation met to stitch garm ents to Hell 
in order that from the proceeds thereof 
they might educate some poor, but vir­ 
tuous, young man for the ministry. 
They would as soon have thought of 
educating a young woman for the m in­ 
istry in those days as of themselves 
having any voice in church m anage­ 
ment, although the feminine sex was 
then what it still is the m ainstay and 
support of all church organizations. 
Next the woman'* society advanced 
a tiny peg further. 
There began to be 
a leisure class among us a ladies’ lei­ 
sure class a t least. 
The men's leisure 
class Is only now In process of form a­ 
tion. 
With the advent of women who 
had time on their hands came the idea 
of "the higher culture.” The w'ord ”Aes­ 
thetic” came to ho the vogue, rolled 
sweetly under the lady tongue morn, 
noon and night. 
Ladles’ culture socie­ 
ties were formed, for not yet did they 
boldly appropriate the masculine title 
of club. 
Timidly, Inking care to have 
th'* approval of Influential clergymen 
and ministers, women began to organ­ 
ize for cultivating their minds In a 
thoroughly refined way. 
To this end 
aesthetic freaks of all shades were Im­ 
ported from overseas. 
These were al­ 
ways of the male sex in those days. and 
they all wore long hair. They all posed, 
some in tights, others in oriental petti­ 
coats, and they clasped their hands and 
rolled their eyes and uttered harmless 
platitudes in costume, while women sat 
at their feet and adored. 
By and by 
women themselves got Into this {esthet­ 
ic posing business, and that broke it up.

ment It may be observed that practical­ 
ly without exception the present profes­ 
sional trainers in parliam entary usage 
and extempore speaking are women 
who got their sta rt tn W’omen’s clubs. 
Now we have come to the really ear­ 


nest and useful w'ork that at last the 
feminine society Is accomplishing. Look 
at a few recent reports from several of 
these societies in various parts of the 
world. 
Let us begin with England. 
There, as the result of faithful and per­ 
sistent agitation and representations on 
the part of ladles’ organizations, a law 
has been passed requiring the appoint­ 
ment 
of women on all 
government 
sehool boards. 
In Boston a few months 
ago the Women’s Educational and In­ 
dustrial union offered a prize of $50 for 
the best labor saving device Invented 
by a woman. To give the ingenious wo- 
men a fair chance a departm ent was 
opened at the Mechanics’ fair under tho 
auspices of the union. The result was 
that hundreds of inventions, some of 
them of genuine utility, were brought 
to light. It was interesting to note. too,, 
that they were nearly all along the lino 
of Improved housekoeplng appliances 
and helpful devices in the care of chil­ 
dren. proving that woman Is woman 
still, all lite more for tho enlarged out­ 
look on tho world the new time gives 
her. 
In New York city the brutal, dan­ 
gerous, awful overcrowding of street 
cars went 
on without protest f ro m ! 
dumb, sheepllke passengers tin one day ! 
in 
a 
woman s 
club- the 
Women's 
Health Protective association—Theresa 
Barcalow roe** and said with emphasis: 
"I am tired of holding tho public on 
my lap." 
Tho club bogan Its work of agitating, 
exhorting and calling the attention of 
the public to the abuses of street car 
traffic. 
The newspapers took up the 
theme, next the city authorities, then 
the women circulated petitions to Gov­ 
ernor Odell and the state board of rail­ 
road commissioners to take measures 
to force the railway companies to pro­ 
vide for the safety of their passengers. 
A C ar Passengers' Hights society has 
been formed on the strength of the la­ 
dles’ representations. 
They are gain­ 
ing tho victory and are doing a great 
deal of good. 
The country over child training and 
civic betterment are occupying the a t­ 
tention of women’s clubs, and In these 
lines they are aecompllfthing practical 
results. 
Tho Industrial committee of 
the Federated Women's Clubs of Illi­ 
nois has prepared a bill for whose 
enactment the united power of the or­ 
ganizations will be brought to bear on 
the state legislature. 
It Is a bill regu­ 
lating child labor. 
A union of Massa­ 
chusetts women's clubs has undertaken 
to support a training school for chil­ 
dren in Georgia, and the Georgia Fed­ 
eration of Women’s Clubs is working 


e Proper Care 
Of the Skin

H E most beautiful race known to 
history were the ancient Greeks, 
and they spent a considerable por­ 
tion of their tim® in the washing and 
care of the magnificent human body. 

We should 
have the same. 
To begin: The person who wants a 
good skin should bathe the body all 
over every day. 
I know there are un- 
bathod people with a beautiful skin. 
But they were born with It, and their 
abuse of It has not yet made Itself m an­ 
ifest outwardly; that is all. Ju st wait 
till the physical ailments consequent on 
%an unclean skin get the better of them 
Every house, country or city, should 
be provided with a bathroom and abun­ 
dant hut and cold wafer supply. Every 
farmhouse may now have these. 
To 
bathe the skin properly cleanse it with 
hot water, soap and a scrubbing brush. 
Then to harden it against taking cold 
spray, dash or pour quickly cold w ater 
all over the body. 
It will not hurt. 
Have a soft brush for the face and 
throat, a stiffer bath brush for the 
body. Both these can be got a t a drug 
or departm ent store. When purchasing 
the soft one, ask for a face scrubbing 
brush. 
lf you have no bathtub and hot and 
cold w ater on tap, try the more primi­ 
tive washbowl or tin basin. 
Use hot 
water, soap ami brush first and rinse 
la cold w ater after. 
The soap m ust be 
all cleansed off the skin if you would 
have it beautiful. 
It is sufficient per­ 
haps, unless your skin Is very heavy 
I and oily, to scrub the body all over 
with the brush every other day, m ean­ 
time, however, taking an ordinary bath 
on the off days. 
But you have no leisure for this dally 
hath and rubbing? 
Very well, then; 
don’t take it. 
But you can never have 
a beautiful skin till you do take It. Be­ 
sides, w hat is time for? The evening, 
just before retiring, is an excellent time 
for the bath. Then you will go to bed 
clean,and you will not takecold. In time 
the face brush scrubbing will remove 
blackheads. 
The scrubbing should be 
most vigorous where these are. Anoth­ 
er point; If lit dressing for an evening 
you sometimes use powder upon your 
arm s and rouge and powder upon your 
face, be stir® and wash all this off be­ 
fore you retire. 
Don’t have the pores 
of your skin swallowing dust and color­ 
ing m atter while you sleep. 
Meantime 
take all the outdoor exercise you can 
and breathe In all the air you can. 
Next to pure water, there Is no beauti­ 
fier for the skin like pure air.

flected from a perfectly clean, satiny 
skin; then contrast with It the gummy 
horror of the unclean one. 
Some lotion Is good for most faces 
and throats. Here Is a simple one to be 
gently rubbed In after the hath: A mix­ 
ture of one-third pure olive oil, one-

o f Basil F. Hutchins, 
at 724 
Shaw m ut avenue, 
when the services 
over P erry ’s body were held there ut I 
o’clock yesterday 
afternoon, 
but at; 
1.30 o'clock she was seen hurrying up j 
Mount 
Hope street 
to Mount 
Hopei 
cemetery. 
Shortly 
after 
2 o’clock the hearse I 
containing 
P e rry ’s body arrived and I 
when the 
casket was carried 
to the 
grave, she stood within a few feet of 
it.

Mr. Pennell’s 
machine dashed over 
la 32-foot 
wall into 
a stone 
quarry, 
overturning 
in the descent and pin­ 
i n g him, lifeless 
against 
the jagged 
crocks. 
Mrs. Pennell, her husband’s com pan­ 
ion, 
was hurled 
from 
the 
machine, 
terribly 
injured, 
and 
now lies in a 
lcritical 
condition 
a t the Sisters 
of 
Charity hospital. 
Pennell’s death Is believed by 
those 
i who are on the inside on the Burdick 
lystery to have been deliberate sui­ 
cide. This belief is based on 
the fact 
that during the last 24 hours informa- 
Itlon has been received here strongly 
implicating 
Pennell 
in the 
Burdick 
lease. 
This information showed th a t P en­ 
c i l 
had met 
Mrs. Burdick in 
New 
pYork on the Tuesday before Burdick 
was murdered, and th a t Mrs. Burdick 
sent 
an im portant 
telegram to 
her 
mother 
after she had 
discussed her 
Ihusband's divorce case with Pennell. 
I t is also showed th a t following the 
{receipt of an answer to Mrs. Burdick's 
^telegram, 
Pennell had taken a night 
strain to Buffalo, 
while Mrs. Burdick 
{presumably had returned to Atlantic 
(City. 
Pennell was 
in Buffalo on W ednes­ 
day, 
the day before the murder. 
He 
w as seen by some of Burdick's friends. 
Burdick, having knowledge th a t 
the 
telegram s 
had passed 
between Mrs. 
Burdick 
in New' York and 
Mrs. Hull 
here, 
was 
keenly 
anxious 
to know 
where Pennell was. 
To get this infor­ 
mation was one of th e reasons why he 
called 
Mrs. 
G ertrude 
Paine on 
the 
telephone th at day. 
Mrs Paine notified him on the m orn­ 
ing of 
the m urder th a t she had seen 
Pennell 
in a Buffalo street car a few 
hours before. 
E xtraordinary efforts had been made 
by 
the Buffalo authorities to get the 
contents 
of 
the 
telegram s 
which 
passed 
between 
Mrs. 
Burdick 
and 
Mrs. 
Hull. 
All 
of 
these 
efforts 
have failed. B ut Pennell undoubtedly 
knew th a t the demand had been made 
so im perative that it had been referred 
to the general counsel of the W estern 
Union 
Telegraph 
com pany 
in New 
York city. 
The information here wras to the ef­ 
fect th at these telegram s might shed 
im portant light on the Burdick case, 
and 
th a t no 
one 
knew this 
better 
than Pennell. 
It also 
was 
known to 
him th a t the police had 
caught Mrs. 
Hull and Mrs. Burdick 
in some con­ 
flicting statem ents 
regarding the cir­ 
cum stances which led to 
the sending 
of the telegrams. 
Another 
point which it is believed 
had 
impressed 
itself upon Pennell’s 
mind was this: 
The newspapers y esterday jointed 
the letter which he wrote to 
a friend 
in Pottsville, 
Penn., in which he said 
that Burdick had been murdered by an 
(unknown woman. 
This 
statem ent w as flatly 
contra­ 
dictory of Pennell’s first comment on 


the Burdick 
tragedy. He had stated 
a day or 
two after Burdick’s 
death 
th a t in his opinion the crime had been 
committed by a burglar. Still another 
point which m ust have been known to 
Pennell was th at the Buffalo police, 
after vainly trying to fasten the crime 
on some woman, had begun yesterday 
an investigation along the lines th a t 
Burdick was slain by a m an and not 
by a woman. 
When Pennell came to his office down­ 
town 
yesterday his probable 
knowl­ 
edge of the Burdick 
case was more 
talked about than it had been at any 
time since the envelope manufacturer 
was found dead in the Ashland avenue 
house. 
The public view that a woman had 
killed Burdick was fast 
disappearing, 
the theory that Burdick must have been 
the victim of a man's assault was spread­ 
ing. 
It naturally followed that the pub­ 
lic should seek to discover the man who 
might have the strongest motives for de­ 
siring Burdick s death. 
In this discus­ 
sion the name of Pennell began to figure 
mere prominently than It had at any 
prior time. 
During the day Pennell dropped In and 
ont of his offices at the corner of Eagle 
and Franklin streets. 
His clerk would 
give no Information as to his movements. 
The clerk declined to venture a guess as 
to whether Mr. Pennell would return or 
whether he had gone home for the day. 
A correspondent again inquired for Mr. 
Pennell about 4 yesterday afternoon and 
was able to get no definite Information. 
Half an hour later 
Mr. Penned was 
caught at his home in Cleveland avenue 
over the telephone. 
He was

from him a full, frank statement of his 
knowledge of the Burdick ease.

SWEEPING glance over the af­ 
fairs of women's clubs and so­ 
cieties this third year of the new 
century will show better than 
anything else whether the fem­ 
inine sex is bringing up its end of the 
work of civilization. The development 
and present trend of these clubs are 
manifest in a comparison of what they 
are about today with matters that in­ 
terested them twenty years ago. 
The first organizations of women one 
knows anything of w-ere the church so­ 
cieties, the sewing and missionary cir­ 
cles. mothers’ meetings and those queer, 
half devout, half gossipy gatherings 
where the female members of a congre­ 
gation met to stitch garments to sell 
in order that from the proceeds thereof 
they might educate some poor, but vir­ 
tuous. young man for the ministry. 
They would as soon have thought of 
educating a young woman for the min­ 
istry In those days as of themselves 
having any voice In church manage­ 
ment, although the feminine sex was 
then what it still is—the mainstay and 
support of all church organizations. 
Next the woman’s society advanced 
a tiny peg further. There began to be 
a leisure class among us a ladies’ lei­ 
sure class at least. 
The men’s leisure 
class is only now In process of forma­ 
tion. 
With the advent cf women who 
had time on their hands came the idea 
of "the higher culture." The word "ses- 
thetie" came to be the vogue, rolled 
sweetly under the lady tongue morn, 
noon and night. Ladles’ culture socie­ 
ties were formed, for not yet did they 
boldly appropriate the masculine title 
of club. Timidly, taking care to have 
the approval of Influential clergymen 
and ministers, women begun to organ­ 
ize for cultivating their minds in a 
thoroughly refined way. 
To this end 
aesthetic freaks of all shades were im­ 
ported from overseas. These were al­ 
ways of the male sex In those days, and 
they all wore long hair. They all posed, 
some in tights, others in oriental petti­ 
coats, and they clasped their hands and 
rolled their eyes and uttered harmless 
platitudes In costume, while women sat 
ut their feet and adored. 
By and by 
women themselves got into this a p h e t­ 
ic posing business, and that broke it up. 
Nex.t came the woman’s club proper. 
or improper, for to this day, though it 
appropriates the name, it Is never a 


nest and useful w-ork that at last th© 
feminine society is accomplishing. Look 
at a few' recent reports from several of 
these societies in various {tarts of the 
world. 
Let us begin with England. 
There, as the result of faithful arui per­ 
sistent agitation and representations on 
the part of ladies’ organizations, a law 
has been passed requiring the appoint­ 
ment of women on all government 
school boards. In Boston a few months 
ago the Women’s Educational and In­ 
dustrial union offered a prize of $50 for 
the best labor saving device Invented 
by a woman. To give the ingenious wo­ 
men n fair chance a department was 
opened at the Mechanics’ fair under the 
auspice# of the union. The result was 
that hundreds of inventions, some of 
them of genuine utility, were brought 
to light. It was interesting to note, too, 
that they were nearly all along the line 
of Improved housekeeping appliances 
and helpful devices In the care of chil­ 
dren. proving that woman Is woman 
still, all the more for the enlarged out­ 
look on the world the new time gives 
her. 
In New York city the brutal, dan­ 
gerous, awful overcrowding of street 
cars went on without proteat from 
dumb, aheepllke passengers till one day 
in 
a 
woman's 
club—the 
Women's 
Health Protective nssoclation—Theresa 
Barcalow rose and said with emphasis: 
"I nm tired of holding the public on 
my lap.” 
The club began Its work of agitating, 
exhorting and calling the attention of 
the public to the abuses of street car 
traffic. 
The newspapers took up the 
theme, next the city authorities, then 
the women circulated petitions to Gov­ 
ernor Odell and the state board of rail­ 
road commissioners to take measures 
to force the railway companies to pro­ 
vide for the safety of their passengers. 
A Car Passengers’ Hights society has 
been formed on th© strength of the la­ 
dles’ representations. 
They are gain­ 
ing the victory and are doing a great 
deal of good. 
The country over child training and 
civic betterment are occupying the a t­ 
tention of Womens clubs, and in these 
lines they are accomplishing practical 
results. 
The Industrial committee of 
the Federated Women’s Clubs of Illi­ 
nois has prepared a bill for whose 
enactment the united power of the or-

The Proper Care 
I 
Of the Skin 
T 


HE most beautiful race known to 
history were the ancient Greeks, 
and they spent a considerable por­ 
tion of their time in the washing and 
care of the magnificent human body. 
They had a reverence for it. We should 
have the same. 
To begin: The person who wants a 
good skin should bathe the body all 
over every day. I know there are un­ 
bathed people with a beautiful skin. 
But they were born with it, and their 
abuse of It has not yet made itself man­ 
ifest outwardly; that is all. Just wait 
till the physical ailments consequent on 
an unclean skin get the better of therm 
Every house, country or city, should 
be provided with a bathroom and abun­ 
dant hot and cold water supply. Every 
farmhouse may now have these. 
To 
bathe the akin properly cleanse it with 
hot water, soap and a scrubbing brush. 
Then to harden it against taking cold 
spray, dash or pour quickly cold water 
all over the body. 
It will not hurt. 
Have a soft brush for the face and 
throat, a stiffer bath brush for th© 
body. Both these can be got at a drug 
or department store. When purchasing 
the soft one, ask for a face scrubbing 
brush. 
If you have no bathtub and hot and 
cold water on tap, try the more primi­ 
tive washbowl or tin basin. 
Use hot 
water, soap and brush first and rins© 
In cold water after. The soap must b© 
all cleansed off the skin if you would 
have it beautiful. It is sufficient per­ 
haps, unless your skin is very heavy 
ami oily, to scrub the body ail over 
with the hrush every other day, mean­ 
time, however, taking an ordinary bath 
on the off days. 
But you have no leisure for this daily 
bath and rubbing? 
Very well, then; 
don’t take it. But you can never have 
a beautiful skin till you do take it. Be­ 
sides, what is time for? The evening, 
Just before retiring, is an excellent time 
for the bath. Then you will go to bed 
clean, and you will not take cold. In time 
the face brush scrubbing will remove 
blackheads. 
The scrubbing should b© 
most vigorous w-here these are. Anoth­ 
er point: If in dressing for an evening 
you sometimes use powder upon your 
arms and rouge and powder upon your 
face, be sure and wash all this off be­ 
fore you retire. Don’t have the pores 
of your skin swallowing dust and color­ 
ing matter while you sleep. Meantime 
take all the outdoor exercise you can 
and breathe in all the air you can. 
Next to pure water, there Is no beauti­ 
fier for the skin like pure air. 
Notice 
the fine luster and radiance that are re­ 
flected from a perfectly clean, satiny 
skin; then contrast with It the gummy 
horror of the unclean one. 
Some lotion is good for most faces 
and throats. Here is a simple one to ba 
gently rubbed in after the bath: A mix­ 
ture of one-third pure olive oil, one- 
third glycerin and one-third
